Tho blow fell on March 21st undor cover 
of a dense mist. The defonco was taken 
by. surprise, It wags expected that the 
enemy would strike whére a gain of 
ground would give them a very real 
advantage, and, consequently, Haia’s 
reserven Were posted to meet the even.

The gloom wag 
lifted, for the moment, by the brilliant 
naval raid on Zecbrugge and Ostend, 
uidertaken in connection with tho in- 
creasingly successful efforts to subdue the 
submarine; and hope was revived by the 
appointment of General Foon to tho 
unified command of the Allies’ armies.

LEAGUE OF -NATIONS. 
SPEECH BY MR. H. G. WELLS. 
eee 

Mr. H. G. Wella, speaking at the 
Lyceum. Club on a League of Nations, 
said he had been ‘aed to. anewer in 
general tertte what was the spirit and 
essence of that sievement. It was a 
movement to change the ruling habits of 
thought about internationnl relations 
that now dominated the world. In the 
fire, place it had to elenr away the vast 
festering mass of prejudices and precon- 
ceptions that were destroying mankind, 
and, in the second place, it had to build 
up a new World potity upon the clenrer 
space. What was the mass of ideas 
against. which the League of Nations 
movement set its face? It was complex 
in detail, but the broad outline was not 
difficult to define. The fundamental 
motion was that the world of men con- 
sinted of States, of Powers, which were 
engaged , in an unending struggle econo- 
mic, diploniatic, and military. to get the 
letter of cach other and, if possible, to 
destroy each other. It was not impoa 
sible to tiace the growth of the votion 
in Europe. To such ideas we owed tho 
preacnt walk, the slaughter of twenty-five 
million human beings, and the bitter im- 
poverishment of the whole world. To 
destroy the power and grip, of those 
ideas and to substitute the realisation of 
ax common weal of mankind was the firat 
part of the task of the League of Nations’ 
movement. It was a task only possible 
if thousands of speakerg and writers 
work for that one common aim, 

But vast as that task of destruction and 
mental cleaning was, it was the opening 
and the smaller portion of the work of 
the league. Because the idea of a common 
weal of mankind was in itself only ao 
sentiment, a desire, a disembodied idea, 
before them lay the task of giving the 
iden substance. If international affairs 
were no longer to be left to Courts: and 
Foreign Offices and sceretive diplomatic 
methods working for dynastic interests, 
how were they to be carried ont What 
was to be our substitute for diplomacy ? 
What wags to be the new world polity? 
If the economic business of the world 
was nut to be controlled by the haggling 
of tariffs and commercial warfare, how 
was it to be controlled? What was to 
become of armies and navieg in a world 
of common weal? How were attacks on 
the world's peace to be prevented or 
suppressed? = Such were the problems 
which confronted the movement upon its 
constructive side. “The League of Natione 
movement was called upon for a great 
effort. of study and research for theso 
probl It was more than a pro- 
prganda; it was an inguiry. It wag not 
a scheme to put before the world to be 
accented or rejected. It was o great 


idea of human solidarity which must bef ~ 


realised if mankind was to be saved from 
destruction a great idea calling for 
mental effort, appealing for thought, for 
the open mind and balanced ju igment. 
(Cheers.) Tho need for decision “was 


urgent, but he warned his hearers against }? 


hasty sketches of constitution, There wa 
need for unity in the movement, and for 
variety within that unity. It was an 
enterprise as great as the world. There 
was surely room for them all. (Cheers. ) }. 
Professor Gilbert Murray, who re- 
sponded to the subject, said he was in 
ebsolute agreement with the specch of 
Mr, Wells. The nations of the world had 
gunk into a terrible condition of suffering 
and poverty., The question was whether 
we were ' Boing to unite to have some com- 
mon iverance from our common 
misery. War was 8 crime. To defend 
oneself against war was a different 
matter. The League of Nations hoped 
to get mankind to recognise that war 
wrs a crime and had to be prevented. 
Peace in itself was only an empty cup; it 
was only when we had got peace that we 
had a chance of filling the cup. We must 
not make a’ mere negative ideal our aim. 
We must realise when we got peace that 
it merely meant freedom to live and to 
build up life as we thought right, His 
first counsel to anyone taking up a 
League of Nations’ idea would be t6 try 
to be exceedingly sincere, and try to 
desire in the heart the common welfare 
of mankind: As we had risen to a tre- 
mendous strain during the war, so wo 
‘must rise to another strain. (Cheors.)

On the other 
hand, the man who went to the war mide 
it possible for the employer to conduct 
his business in safety. How are we going 
to deal with that problem? 

Here is anuther problem, A man goes 
to the war, His wife receives: separation 
allowance and half her Hushund'y wages, 
in addition to whith the takes a job as 
aw tram conductor, Even with the cost of 
living as high ay it is. Fle manages fairly 
wellsmuch better, perhaps. than she did 
Iefere the war. Pe ee is declared, and 
her hushand retarns to his home She 
mmmediately loses two suurces of income: 
soparation allowance and half hier hus- 
band’s pay, and prabahly she gives. u 
her job because her Lushand ie now wb 
to return to bis. But the cost of living 
vemainy at fhe war figure. and she now 
hax to feed and clothe a man who was 
formerly fed aud clothed by the Govern 
dent. 

Multiply that wormnn’s case by a mil- 
lion~ and vou get the prospect of many 
bitter industrial disputes. We must 
think of if in the eweat of our brains, 
rejecting sentimentality and procrastina- 
tion and eusy ways out,
